Girl Who Killed Father With 


Slipper Refused Bail

Virginia supreme court of appeals

today granted a new trial on th* 
w ground Of insufficient evidence to 
Edith Maxwell, under a 25-year sen 
fence for the m urder of her father 
in Wise county in 1955. 
The court, however, refused to 
grant bail to the young woman, who 
has been in jail since her arrest 
July 21. 1935. 
Justice Eggleston read the opin­ 
ion from which Chief Justice Camp­ 
bell and Justice Holt dissented. 
The. supreme court's reversal of 
the verdict of a Wise county circuit 
court jury reopened a case which 
attracted wide interest. 
Miss Maxwell. 21-year-old school 
teacher, was convicted last Novem­ 
ber of the murder of 
her father. 
Trigg Maxwell, in their cabin home 
af Pound on July 21. 1935. 
She contended that she struck 
her father with a high heeled slip­ 
per as he attempted to whip her In 
a family quarrel. She, her mother 
and a younger sister testified the 
father was drunk at the time. 
The commonwealth argued that 
the slaying was deliberate, and the 
outgrowth of l o n g standing enmity 
between father and daughter.

The victim has fever and com­ 
plains of rarlou# digestive svmp 
toms. 
Since it Is Important to make a 
diagnosis before the paralysis ap 
pears, the doctor may regard it as 
advisable to resort to tapping the 
spinal cord.
